The land in Grieve 
Parade was purchased 
from the Dunlop Rubber 
Company before Christ- 
mas. But work — cannot 
start on the plant until 
the Department of Trade 
and Industry have given 
approval for certain Toy- 
ota car models to be 
entered into Australian 85 
per cent. manufacturing 
plans under the Govern- 
ment's revised motor 
vehicle plan rules. 

Necessary approval for 
the early entry of the 
Toyota Corona is now be- 
ing sought from the de- 


partment. 
Last week a spokesman 
for AMI Ltd. told the 


Star the Grieve Parade 
site had been chosen be- 
cause it was only three 
miles from the AMI fac- 
tory at Port Melbourne. 

“With the completion 
of the West Gate Bridge, 
we will be able to trans- 
port the engines to Port 
Melbourne where the 
Toyotas are assembled", 
he said. 

Questioned about the 
work force the new plant 
would employ, he-said his 
company would probably 
want to draw heavily 
from local residents. 

“We are keen to fos- 
ter good relations in the 
district”, he said. 

The spokesman con- 
firmed that a manufac- 
turing plant for air-condi- 
tioning units would be 
built on an adjoining 5- 
acre site purchased by a 
subsidiary company. 

News of the Toyota- 
AMI project was welcom- 
ed last week by the 
Mayor of Altona, Cr. 
Harry Weaver. 

Cr. Weaver said that,

besides providing the city 
with extra rates revenue, 
the venture would in- 
crease employment op- 
portunities in the city. . 

In addition to the 
Grieve Parade venture, 
AMI's existing assembly 
and manufacturing facili- 
ties will be extended to 
raise production capacity 
from the present level of 
130 cars per day to 220. 
This will be carried out in 
three phases in the next 
15 months at an estimated 
cost of $3 million. 


AMI's_ present labor 
force is 1782, of whom 
1365 are in the manufac- 
turing area. The proposed 
AMI-Toyota project will 
progressively increase the 
manufacturing personnel 


to over 2000, with a flow- 
on effect on the many 
local suppliers. 

Current AMI 
tion is not up to demand. 
For the past four years 
production has been held 
down to the 26,000 car 
level because of 
problem of incurring even 
higher duty. penalties - re- 
lated to the small volume 
production plans. 

There are 340 Toyota 
dealers in Australia and 
AMI is the only car - pro- 
ducing company in the 
Commonwealth with any 
significant Austra tian 
shareholding (50 per cent.) 
of the ordinary shares are 
held by Toyota but the 
remainder, and all of the 
preference shares, are in
